REVIEW OF TRADE. 


Smaller Failures for the Year— Naw 


Year Opens 
Under 
Favorable 


Auspices. 
New York, Dec. 31. R. G. Dun & 
Co.'s weekly review of trade will lay in 
Its Issue tomorrow : 


Failures for the year which closed last 
night have hueo smaller than In any 
other vear since 1892, in number smaller 
than In any year except 16'K> and In aver- 
age liabilities per failure smaller than in 
any other fear during tbe last 20 except 
four 
The aggregate of failures, commercial 
and banking, was «180,000,000, ol which 
125,000,000 was In banking. In 13,360 
commercial failorps the amount of lla- 
hllitles was $154,300,000, of which *<>!>,- 
000,000 was in manufacturing and (73,- 
000,000 in trading, with $12,000,000 in 
brokerage and other commercial Hues. 
The average liabilities per failure was 
only 911,539, and In 1892 only atl.CU'., 
but only three years ID the last 2,1 were 
rivals. 


A new $ear opens with conditions 


radically different from those wbicb pre- 
vailed a} ear ago. 
Great financial dis- 
trust existed then, but bas passed awav. 
After a whole year of entire freedom 
from disturbance or alarm, In which 
the country has paid heavy foreign In- 
debtedness, taken and paid many mil- 
lions tor stocks sent from abroad, and 
accumulated credits against other coun- 
tries represented by merchandise bal- 
ance* more than #320,000,000 In its favor 
for tbe past five montbp, vtlth deferred 
exchanges for more than 820,000,000 
held by New \ ork banks alone, while 
tbe great Industries bave been poshing 
their way Into foreign markets with un- 
precedented success. 
The monetai\ situation is no Longer a 


matter of anxiety. 
More than half a million men in the 


new states according to official reports 
are employed now who were idle a year 
ago, and the general advance ID wages 
for those employed has gone far to re- 
store tbe rates prevailing before the 
panic. 
Ihe volume of business through clear- 


ing bouses for tbe week 
is 14 2 per 
cent. larger than In 1892, bas for the 
month been 3 per cent, larger than in 
tbat year and In many Industries and 
branches of tbe latter months of tbls 
year hag surpassed all record*. 
The Iron Industry bas been greatly 


encouraged by Increasing demand during 
the past few weeks, and while tbe slight 
improvement In pig at Plttsburg hat 
been maintained, notwithstanding the 
greater output ever known, tbe new con- 
tracts for finished products have been 
unusual for the season. 
Tbe shipment of boots and shoes In 


December was 33.1! per cent, larger than 
last year, and J8 8 per cent, larger than 
in 1892, and for tbe entire year bas 
much aurpaned those of any other year 
In Ita history, notwithstanding tbe com- 
plaint tbat higher prices bave prevented 
purchases. 
Obvlouslv tbe consuming 


demand Is greater than anybody bas 
supposed and the prospect Is that dealers 
will he able to pay better prices In tbe 
near future. 
A somewhat better demand appears 
for leather with tut slight cbanie In 
prices although hides are a trifle lower. 
I*he cotton industry Is baked by tbe 
question of wages, although * general 
reduction now seems probable. 
Tbe 


manufacturers have been buying largely 
of material for worsted good* and their 
purchase* bare stimulated bating by 
wool manufacturers, «o tbat tbe wool 
markets are stronger, though wlihoat 
changes In quotations.
